ran toward 
the ^ouple. 
Smootz 
re- 
pulsed his advance by threatening him 
and aimed the rivolvei at 
his head. 
H e stopped and turned to run. 
Smootz 
then took aim at the head of Miss Fer- 
rel. 
He fired and the ball entered her 
right temple resulting in instant death. 
The assassin made his way down the 
street and ran into a store. 
Here he 
again drew the revolver and placed it 
to his own head. 
Me did not have the 
nerve to pull the trjf4gtr, and was short- 
ly afterward arrested. 
He was sent to 
ihe Charlestown, VV. Va., jail, murmurs 
of an intention to lynch the murderer 
having 
been heard.

at Hagerstown on Tuesday. 
Miss Fer- 
rers mothtr is nearly dead with grief.

Indianapolis, Ind., experienced early 
Friday morning 
one of the most ap- 
palling and fatal incidents in its his- 
j tory. 
The National Surgical Insitute, 
one of the most famous institutions of 
its character in the United States, was 
burned to the ground, twenty lives were 
lost and scores of patients seriously in- 
jured. 


The fire started at midnight in the 
office building, and a b o v e ' t h e ofiices 
were the wards for babies and mothers, 
known 
as 
the A B C 
departments. 
Smoke was discovered before midnight 
issuing from the buiMing which imme- 
diately adjoins the operating room back 
of the office. 
The origin is claimed to 
have been from the spontaneous com- 
bustion of some diemicals which had 
been placed in the room, and circulars 
and 
papers about the room soon was 
ablaze, and in fifteen minutes the whole 
lower floor was enveloped in 
flames. 


The attendants had barely time to 
aivaken all of 
the patients. 
In 
the 
halls and supper rooms ])andemonium 
reigned, 
bhreiks for help went up, as 
the inmates realized their terrible situa- 
tion. 
In 
a few moments while and 
thoroughly frightened 
faces appeared 
at each window of the large building, 
and the hps could be seen beseeching 
succor 
from 
those 
below, 
}et 
their 
voices could not be heard. 


The police and firemen and attend- 
ants all worked diligently and in per- 
fect accord, and 
many were the pa- 
tients taken from the upper floors by 
means of the ladders 
and 
carried 
to 
places of gaiety by them. 
No attempt 
was made to save anything but life. 


There were 316 inmates all told in 
the building which was a labyrinlhian 
affair, many of the windows being grat- 
ed, so as to prevent the juvenile ^'nmates 
from falling out. 
Tnese gratings were 
responsible fur the loss of more than 
one life.

built or placed in the hulls of vessels, 
seven!y 
tons to each, and when 
in 
place absolutely prevents ihe vessel from 
sinking. 
It is placed m layers five feet 
thick inside the plaies of the ship, ex- 
lending three feet above and three feet 
below the water line. 
Should a shot 
bury itself in the side o.f a vessel thus' 
protected, the cellulose would, upon be- 
coming wei, expand and complexly fill 
the hole made by the shot, and 
thus 
prevent the vessel becoming waielogged 
Monsieur Cheneau, of Paris, who, for 
several years was connected 
with the 
only cellulose factory in the world, it 
being located in France, is directing 
affairs at the local factory, and says that 
the vessels of France, Russia, Holland, 
Greece, Sv/eden and Japan are lined 
with cellulose and that it will be but a 
matter of 
time until every large ship 
afloat, passenger and war vessels alike, 
will be lined with cellulose as an extra 
precaution against damage by collision 
at sea.
